BERLIN 


By O. M. SEIBT

BERLIN, Sept. 17.—All of a sudden 
the military film makes a reappearance 
in Germany, no less than 14 productions 
of this caliber being heralded by the 
UFA and other companies. Some of the 
titles are striking for their age rong 


tendency, such as Potsdam, the Fate of 
a Residence, The Sunken Ae Dt Fritz, 
The Iron Swectheart, Bismarck, By Order 


of the King, The King’s Gre med Bing We 
Are From the Imperial Infanterie Reai- 
ment, Reveille, Europe in Flames, The 
Grave Digger of a Kaisrr-Reich and Our 
Emden. A number of these have mean- 
while been released and are nothing short 
of imperialistic propaganda, glorifying the 
old regime. 

It is said that the enormous success of 
the Bolshevic film, Potemkin, a Russian 
production mentioned previously in The 
Billboard, is the main cause of this agita- 
tion, but it should not be forgotten that 
our German film companies, including the 
UFA, employs former officers from Luden- 
dorff’s army in responsible positions. As 
regards the Bismarck film, the present 
resident of the German republic, Hinden- 
urg, himself signs as the protector of 
this production. However, no stir has 
been caused by any of the films yet 
~shown, the public evidently being tired 
of glittering uniforms, goose steps and 
other military paraphernalia of forgotten 

days. 

Ben Hur is creating a lively interest 
among Berlin moving picture fans and 
business at the UFA Pavilion is excellent. 
This is the first American picture with 
the new “Parufamet’ seal upon. the 
“Triple Alliance’ entered into by three 
great powers of the film world, Para- 
mount, UFA and Metro. Under the trade- 
mark of Parufamet they control a vast 
distributing area and this in turn means 
the entrance into Germany and other Cene- 
tral European countries of American- 
made films on a large scale. 

Metropolis and Faust, the latest UFA 
super productions, are still being withe- 
held from Berlin, but have meanwhile 
been shown in London to the press and 
trade circles. From reports reaching this 
writer, both films have kad a sensational 
success. 

Arthur Bodaynzki, conductor of the 
Metropolitan Opdca. Sails today for New 
York on the Columbus. He has been 
making a final survey of the musical 
Situation, but so far has entered into no 
engagements either for singers or operas. 
He told the writer that he has his eye 
on a number of things, among them Paul 
Hindemit’s new opera, Cardillac, which 
will have its premiere later in the month 
at Dresden. Unfortunately he will not 
be able to form his own opinion of this 
work, but will have to depend upon the 
verdict of German critics. Hindemit is 
one of the modern German composers 
whose orchestral works are known out- 
side of Germany, in England and New 
York, but Cardillice is his first opera. 
Another forthcoming premiere in which 
Bodanzki is interested is The Dwarf, by 
Zemlinski, with whom Bodanzki worked 
during his student days in Vienna. This 
is said to have a powerful bass-bariton: 
role, which will probably be created by 
Michael Bohnen, the outstanding German 
baritone.

Perhaps it is a popcorn ball, 
perhaps a bag of crackerjack, perhaps a 
five-cent bar of candy.

Pulliam markets in the down-town job- 
bing houses for suitable souvenirs, and 
the wholesale cost is not great. Inside 
one of the souvenirs is a special prize 
ticket. The youngster who finds this in 
his particular piece gets a real prize, such 
as a wagon, doll, roller skates, air gun, 
stilts, skooters, pedal kiddie car, or some- 
thing else that appeals to the childish 
desire 

This is one performance_which Pulliam 
presides over himself. Perhaps there is 
a@ specialty act, a motion picture of par- 
ticular interest to children, a comic reel, 
some fables and the like. _He does not 
stint the show. Then they have amateurs, 
He will get up on the stage and ask 
what the children want to do. Perhaps 
they want to dance. He will call for 
volunteers to get up on the stage and 
show the others how to dance. Perhaps 
some want to sing. They are taken to 
the stage and given their opportunity. 
His main function is to keep them amused 
for three hours, and he volunteers the 
information that children are the easiest 
amused of all his customers 

Does it pay? That eventually is the 
big question. The value of the good will 
is not easily estimated But the show 
itself pays. When a neighborhood house 
pays for a matinee during the summer 
months, it is doing well. The St. Clair 
Theater played to capacity houses all the 
summer. With the approach of fall, it is 
necessary to turn them away. When the 
stunt first started, perhaps 200 or 300 
came. But word-of-mouth advertising 
got busy. Each week the crowds grew, 
until now the 1,500 seats in the theater 
are crowded. 

When asked about the muss all the 
eats caused on the floor and in the seats, 
Pulliam said: “If you are going to get 
along with children and their parents, 
you must pay no attention to the havoc 
they create in the way of paper, sticky 
fingers and the like. Let the janitors 
worry about that. The main thing to 
remember is the children must have a 
good time.”

Reviewed at Loew's Gates Theater, 
Brooklyn. Style — Balancing novelty. 
Setting—In one and full stage, special. 
Time—Fourteen minutes. 


Another one of those splendid offer- 
ings which are forced to remain in the 
number one spot on a bill solely because 
of the character of the routine. Miss 
De Onzo is an accomplished acrobatic 
artiste. She is assisted by a man whose 
slightly inferior performance is caused 
by the intent of those staging the act 
to retain Miss De Onzo as the featured 
performer thruout. A second girl takes 
no part in the stunts, making herself 
generally useful as a side-line assistant. 

The paraphernalia used by the duo 
comprises a layout of one-foot pegs, 
which are used for balancing. Miss De 
Onzo jumps up on a pair of pegs placed 
on the floor and progresses gradually to 
pegs similarly placed on the seats of 
chairs on a table in the center of the 
stage. The man follows thru the same 
stunt. The pair proceed thru the same 
course blindfolded and later extend their 
bits with two more tables to the pyra- 
mid-like arrangement. The jump from 
the highest point to the floor is executed 
with a somersault. Candles are inserted 
into the pegs and the man snuffs these 
out as they jump on the layout for the 
last time. 

When reviewed their encore comprised 
a kicking contest between the twain. 
Both succeeded in kicking to a height 
of about 10 feet. The final bit was the 
kicking of four tambourines by Miss De 
Onzo. These were held quite high be- 
fore and behind her by the man and the 
girl assistant. 

An excellent offering for any time. 
The novelty of the stunts and the ap- 
paratus is a guarantee of interest thru- 
out the unusually long running time. 
When reviewed the act came near stop- 
ping the show, tho handicapped by its 
premier position on the bill. E. B.S. 


Denis Chabot and Nonette 
Tortoni

In this skit, entitled The Boy From 
Belgium and the Girl From France. 
Chabot offers few serious bits. His 
comedy business is confined generally 
to acrobatic slapstick at the piano. His 
falls occur often and in the midst of 
nondescript tunes. Miss Tortoni essays 
several song hits, but brings none of 
them to completion. She makes several 
costume changes, each frock more fetch- 
ing than its predecessor. This is the 
sort of turn patrons discuss as a-“‘mere 
bunch of nonsense”, yet laugh heartily 
at its comedy bits, 

Chabot also uses a violin to get the 
laughs. While Miss Tortoni is warbling 
@ vocal number he walks into the or- 
chestra floor and—with the spot trained 
on him—makes several women in the 
front row blush with embarrassment at 
his meaningless intimacies. In his piano 
clowning Chabot gives versions of the 
manner of playing a certain pop. num- 
ber in several tongues. The bits are 
funny, but there is hardly any trace in 
them of the original English piece 
When reviewed Chabot was effusively 
greeted at the conclusion of a bit in 
which he imitated the music of a Ha- 
waiian guitar by fingering the piano 
sounding board.

There is an unusual amount-of talent, 
charm and pretentiousness about this 
newest production by Meyer Golden. 
The featured team of classical dancers 
is a marvelous one, altho they run to 
unique acrobatic feats, which comprise 
the greater part of their dances. There 
are leaps and thrills galore, expert han- 
dling by the man, and each setting 
appears to be as costly as permissible. 

The first of the three scenes is in an 
Indian set; two voices are heard by 
way of accompaniment. The dance 
teams do a beautiful adagio, and the 
background of a waterfall effect on a 
scrim is one of the most worthy we've 
seen in some time. In one, the quartet 
from Rigoletto is done with a bit of 
comedy at times, the singers having 
their heads incased jn cat outfits and 
the rest of the feline body being painted 
on the set as tho in burlesque of an 
alley serenade. The final scene is a 
sort of slave dance done before somo 
potentate in an Oriental court. This 
closes with a sensational backward fall 
by Gracella, who lands in her partner's 
arms many feet below. This is a big- 
time flash every second thet it runs.

There is no offering booked on the 
Loew Time this season that approaches 
this Albert De Courville unit in elab- 
orateness of staging and in excellence of 
assembling. The featured team, Cun- 
ningham and Clements, is seen in six 
dances mounted on elaborate sets. The 
12 dancing girls are a corking good com- 
bination. These misses, while not ex- 
actly up to the standard of the billing 
announcing them as “the prettiest girls 
in the world,” are attractive and work 
their ensemble bits with a finesse and 
grace that testified to the careful train- 
ing and diligent rehearsing. 

The ensemble moves thru 
ramic cycle of bits like spice applied to 
a delectable dish. The prima donna 
offers several numbers with the assist- 
ance of the girls—and their singing is 
better than what one usually expects 
to hear from a dancing troupe. 

The eight principals punctuate 
running time with acrobatic dance bits, 
vocal specialties and specialties com- 
bining the various forms of vocal and 
dance expression. An ensemble number 
particularly well staged is that in which 
the dancing girls appear in individually 
designed costumes, their bonnets being 
lighted to form a mass of lighted lamp 
shades towards the end of the number. 
There are 16 variegated bits in the piece, 
these being offered with 11 scene 
changes. The unit had been touring 
Loew picture houses and it is likely that 
its activities will be confined to vaude- 
ville for the remainder of the season 
if the running time can be cut down 
with comparatively little effect on the 
flash effect.

Meyer Golden, flash producer, gives 
vaudeville in Memories of the Opera a 
pretentious offering, something different 
from the usual run. There are 11 peo- 
ple in Memories of the Opera, in which 
Caesar Rivoli is featured. Rivoli enters 
the orchestra pit and behind a special 
enclosure gives jmpersonations of famous 
opera composers, including Strauss, 
Liszt, Suppe, Verdi and Gounod. In de- 
lineating each character Rivoli wears a 
mask resembling the composer and goes 
thru the motion of directing an orches- 
tra as the particular composer would. 
His idea of Suppe, sometimes referred 
to as the hurdy-gurdy opera composer, 
Was most comical when reviewed. 

The company of 10 singers, whose 
voices are considerably above average, 
appear in brief scenes from operas by 
these composers. One from Gounod’s 
Faust, in which the singing was excel- 
lent, the ‘effect was partially spoiled 
when reviewed because the pit orchestra 
blared too loudly. The Miserere num- 
ber, from JI Trovatore, was beautifully 
done, and an aria by Verdi by the 
coloratura soprano was sung with un- 
usual charm at the show caught. The 
young lady deserves billing. She pos- 
sesses a superlative voice. The act is 
mounted simply and yet has a deal of 
color and flash. The bookers should 
scramble for the act. 


Dorothy Brenner and Company

After a summer engagement 
sades Amusement Park and _ incidental 
contact with radio audiences Strickland 
makes his return to vaudeville with his 
12 talented singing instrumentalists. 
The act is preceded by a screen trailer 
of amateur concoction which runs for 
about three minutes. In this screen 
novelty Strickland and his cohorts are 
introduced with wise-cracky subtitles. 
The names of the individual players are 
not revealed, but the epithets emploved 
to describe them and their imaginary 
idiosyncrasies are enough to make even 
a phlegmatic chap squirm in discomfort. 

The boys acquit themselves admirably, 
however, when they give their offering. 
The first number is played in a semi- 
darkened setting. Strickland wields the 
baton and supplies several vocal bits 
while the number is being played, and 
he announces a “sailor medley”. This 
proves to be a pleasing blend of popular 
bits, punctuated by instrumental solos 
and pantomime comedy by several of 
the boys. Strickland also plays a ditty 
on the piano, supplying words that are 
sometimes droll, but the essence of the 
piece is decidedly off color. With Strick- 
land at the piano one of the boys plays 
a violin bit—one of Victor Herbert’s.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The Garrick 
Gaieties will be the pioneer in testing 
out the possibilities of the so-called “art 
theater’ type of revue as a draw ont 
road. This sert of intimete revue, which 
has been so popular in New York since 


the inception a few years ago of the Grand 
Street Follies at the Neighborhood Play- 
house, has never before been attempted 
on tour and considerable interest is being 
shown in the plans being made by Jack 
Yorke, who Las acquired power from the 
Theater Guild to take out a production 
of that organization’s annual. 

Speculations differ widely as to the 
probable results of the enterprise, the 
ieeest po'nt in question being whether 
or not cleverness of material can be 
substituted for name talent and extrava- 
gant production to satisfaction in the 
provinces as it has here. The absence «of 
elaborate scenic and costume effects, the 
offering of wit instead of the usual kind 
of comedy; travesty instead of burlesque 
and a company of youngsters instead 
of long-experienced troupers will be new 
to road patrons, the nearest they have 
had to it being Charlot’s Revue, which 
was intimate and artful, but at the same 
time commercial and performed by estab- 
lished professionals. ; 

The road Gaieties will be a combination 
of last year’s edition and the current one. 
Material is now being selected from each 
with an effort being made to eliminate 
all numbers that are too local in color 
or require, to understand their travesty, 
too close a familiarity with other produc- 
tions that may only be known on Broad- 
way. ; 

Rehearsals will start next week with 
Philip Loeb directing the dialog and John 
Boyle staging the dances. A number 
of those who played ir last season's 
edition and some of the current New 
York cast will be in the company. The 
balance of the troupe is being newly 
selected.

Actors in Public 


Every time a representative member 
of the profession appears informally 
before a public gathering, and especially 
when he addresses a group of persons 
with some worth-while remarks, he 
promotes a certain amount of good- 
will and respect for people of the stage 
which did not previously exist. 

There still are among the general 
public a great many who do not know 
that actors and actresses are ordinary 
human beings just like hank clerks, 
railroad presidents and street-car con- 
ductors. 

The minute they find out what kind 
of individuals the actors and actresses 
are off stage, they lose no time in tell- 
ing their friends and acquaintances 
about it, 

This is good for the profession as 
well as for the public. 

An interesting case in point has just 
been reported by J. M. Clark, member- 
ship secretary of the Oklahoma City 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Neil O’Brien, the lovable old battler 
in the army of mirth, while playing a 
vaudeville engagement in Oklahoma 
City recently, was principal speaker 
along with John A. Whitehurst, presi- 
dent of the State Board of Agriculture, 
at the weekly luncheon of the local 
Chamber of Commerce, a gathering of 
some 500 business and professional men 
of that city. 

Anyone who knows Neil O'Brien does 
not need to be told that the minstrel 
boy did himself and his profession 
proud. His topic was: “Leave your 
cares and grouches behind when you 
lock the door of your office, and always 
try to find the pleasant things in the 
serious part of life.” 

The topic itself must have surprised 
a great many who never had entertained 
a very high opinion of the character and 
qualifications of showfolk. Even more 
surprising, according to the report, was 
the masterful style in which the talk 
was delivered and the many human ob- 
servations which the “actor man” 
passed on to his listeners. 

The wonderful spirit in which the 
serious-minded business man_ breaks 
bread with the professional man from 
the land of makebelieve has a tendency 
to help them know each other; that 
knowing, they may understand, and 
understanding, learn to like each 
other better. 

Professional people need—and have 
opportunities—to do much good work 
of this character.

He is 
meeting with hearty co-operation by the 
officers and trustees of the lodge and 
with the second vear of this newly ore 
ganized lodge's

vowel represents mostly placidity, as in 
watching, waiting, wonder, witness, 
wearily, weak.

“Y" resembles the sound of i (ee), but 
has not so much resonance. The striking 
of the note should always be smooth, the 
accent on the attached vowel. This 
vowel is used mostly in imposing words, 
as in royal, yule, year, yachts, York, 
hyena. 

“or 

“S” belongs to the group of hissing 
sounds, If double “s’” is to be articu- 
lated, the lower lip has to touch the 
lower row of teeth with more firmness 
and the aspiration is done with more 
energy, “S” is often connected with 
water, repose, sleep. Children are sent 
to sleep by the sound of double “s”, 
SS-S—ss-s! See words as in swimming, 
sand, strand, soil, season, sea, saved, 
sacred, songs, seals. 


“Ch” 


“Ch” is a tuneless or nonu-phonetic con- 
sonant. and mostly used in the German 
language. Here the epiglottis is only 
partially opened. “Ch” is often articu- 
lated with the back part of tite palate, 
which gives the consonant a guttural 
sound. This should be strictly avoided. 


“Sh—St” 
OTH ARE whizzing sounds. This 
B sound passes thru the teeth, which 

has a good effect when sung pianissimo, 
In “St”, the “t’’ following the “s” has 
to be executed in quick succession in or- 
der not to impair the beauty. The char- 
acter of this consonant. depends on the 
attached vowel. 

“Ch-j” 

“Ch-j" belong to the rustling con- 
sonants. “Ch” has a hard, “j” a soft 
character of sound. The phonetic timbre 
of “ch-j” is inferior to “sh”. Care should 
be taken that the connection of the affixed 
vowel be soft and gliding. Ch-j are 
mostly used in words of pleasure, as 
June. charm, cheerful, rich, joy, jubilee, 
children, chicken. 

“Fr 


“FE” has a_ characteristic whistling 
sound. This consonant requires a care- 
ful action of the diaphragm, avoiding a 
too perceptible action of it. “F” char- 
acterizes words of impulse and decision, 
as first, forward, fighting, fame, flame, 
fling, finance, familiar. 


“KC” 


K C are explosive sounds. The ar- 
ticulation of the consonant “K and C” 
should be tender and smooth, but an 
energetic motion of the lower jaw must 
be employed. Any tendency of strain in 
the throat is to be avoided. “K” is most- 
ly used in words representing rank and 
station of life, as king, count, counselor, 
doctor, captain, concessionary, Kafir. 


—- 


“Q” has a contracted quality. This is 
done by joining u to q simultaneously, 


otherwise the action is as in “k’. The 
vowel “q” gives the impression of quali- 
fying things, as queerly, quaint, quarrel, 
acquainted, inquisitive, quixotic. 


— 

“G”" is much influenced by the syllables 
which follow it, to make it sound soft or 
hard. In “g” the glottis is raised. “G” 
is generally used in pleasing effects, as 
in gay, gift, gratitude, good, glory, gar- 
dens, goblet, agreeing, gallop, great, gal- 
lant, gleam. 


—- 

“H” is the natural transition between 
the vowel and the consonant. If “h” is 
in the middle of a word, the student hag 
to be careful not to emit the sound with 
a jerk, but let it be smooth and gliding. 
In short words, like haste, hard, the 
action of the diaphragm is necessarily in- 
creased. “H” expresses the state of 
mind, as haste, help, hope, hatred, holy, 
happiness, handsome, hurry. 


“Th” 


“Th” is also of a whizzing quality and 
is nonphonetic. It is produced similarly 
to “s”, but with tuneless expiration. 
“Th” is mostly used in adjectives and 
words of Latin origin, as theory, theater, 
rhythm, author, theosophy, south, thee 
ology, thousand, thermometer. 


“D TT" 

“DPD T” require tongue pressure and be- 
long to the clear consonants. The stu- 
dent's attention should be drawn to not 
letting superfluous air escape in articu- 
lating @ and t. This bad habit is often 
to be noticed in speakers and singers. 
PD and T. give the words a sinister, sad 
character, as death, terror, trouble, dis- 


tress, doubt, tragedy, desperado, dis- 
cipline, typhoon, tyrant. 
“BR Pp” 


“B and P” have an explosive qual- 
itv. The action of forming the letter b 
and p should be a smooth one in the soft 
as well as in the hard. The tone should 
sound round and give a_ satisfactory 
finish, tho a slight aspiration may_ be 
allowed to follow. B and P are used in 
descriptive words, as in pretty, bold, bad, 
back, pious, perceptible, penitent, bank- 
rupt, barbaric. 


On Accent 
ROPER accent in speaking and sing- 
ing adds considerably to the beauty of 
speech. Some accents in English are on 
vowels, some on consonants. The accents 
on consonants are more difficult in singing 
than in speaking. Shelter, nation, be auty 
have vowel accents, d in gift, silk. 
smart, bring the consonants are ac- 
centuated. In unaccentuated syllable s the 
voice need not dwell on it. It is gener- 
ally expressed in music by a short note. 
A perfect mastery of true diction and 
articulation is of vital importance for 
orators and speakers, as_ they depend 
entirely on the faculty of their voices 
and modulation to call forth the sympa- 
thetic attention of the listeners, whereas 
the singer is able to illustrate the mean- 
ing of the song thru voice, rhythm and 
music,

Three-Ring Winter Circus 


Will Be Known as London Hippodrome Circus---Opens at Memphis 
in January and Plays Fourteen Weeks---J. H. Adkins 
Engaged as Business Manager 


R. M. Harvey has announced details of his winter circus, rumors regarding which 


have been in the air for some months. 


Early last spring it was announced that 


the American Circus Corporation would again produce a winter circus, the same 


to have been organized by the Mugivan, 


Bowers & Ballard interests and to have 


been piloted and promoted by R. M. Harvey, who had handled their previous shows 


during the winter. A few weeks later 
it became rumored that the American 
Circus Corporation had for various busi- 
ness reasons, as well as for personal 
reasons of the three partners, decided not 
to participate actively in any winter cir- 
cus business and that they would yield 
the winter field to Harvey and others 
who had experience in that line. It was 
impossible to get to the bottom of these 
rumors or to discover the actual plans 
of those behind the winter circus move- 
ment until now, because all associated 
seemed to be reticent regarding their 
plans and were not desirous of publicity. 
But Harvey has finally authorized the 
statement that he will launch a huge 
three-ring circus. with hippodrome and 
stages, to he known as the London Hippo- 
drome Circus and to play in armor‘es 
and auditoriums thruout the country. 

One of the features of the circus will 
be a large ballet. Two spectacles will also 
be interwoven with the performance. No 
wild animals will be carried with the 
show, according to Harvey, who says the 
performance will be confined to the 
spectacles, ballet and high-class circus 
acts. 


The show is expected to play at least 
14 weeks, opening early in January at 
Memphis, Tenn., and jumping from there 
to the New Coliseum, St. Louis, under 
local auspices. It will play the larger 
cities, most of the buildings and auspices 
already having. been booked. The sea- 
son will extend right up to the time of the 
opening of the road season under tents. 
From eight to 10 elephants will be car- 
ried and about 75 high-school, ring and 
jumping horses. Electrical effects will 
be used liberally. While only a few of 
the acts have as yet been engaged, the 
famous Eddie Ward Troupe of. aerialists, 
fhhow with the Sells-Floto Circus, is among 
those selected. 

Harvey will have personal charge of 
promotions, bookings and advance. with 
Vernon Williams acting as superintendent 
of advertising. The press department will 
include Frank Braden, now on the Miller 
Bros.” 101 Ranch Show; Doc Waddell, 
of the Hagenbeck-Waltace Circus, and 
Frank Zartman. As soon as the advance 
staff is completed the other names will 
be announced. J. H. Adkins, now man- 
ager of the Gentry Bros.’ Circus, will be 
business manager back with the show; 
Eddie Woeckener, bandmaster of the 
Hagenheck-Wallace Circus, will be musi- 
cal director; George L. Myers, the “im- 
presario” of the Sells-Floto Circus, will 
fill the same position on this show, with 
the title of director-general, having 
charge of the ballet; George W. Davis, 
superintendent of concessions on the 
Hagenbeck show, will handle the stands: 
Eddie Delavan, of the Hagenbeck-Wal- 
Jace Circus, will have the front door, and 
Eddie Dowling will be in charge of tickets 
and ushers. 

Articles of incorporation have been 
filed at Chicago, with a capital stock of 
$40,000, which will be held by R. M. 
Harvey and others who have heen as- 
sociated with the American Circus Cor- 
poration in various capacities, A list 
of stockholders will be published later. 
The winter show will be billed as the 
London Hippodrome Circus. Paper has 
been ordered from the National Print- 
ing & Engraving Company, Chicago, and 
the Donaldson Lithographing Company, 
of Newport. Ky. Harvey is making his 
headquarters in the same building with 
the Chicago office of The Billboard,

Philadelphia Pastor Condemns Blue Laws 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—A_re- 
monstrance against the overzealousness 
of some of those who have been opposing 
alleged violations of the Sunday Blue 
Laws of 1794 was advanced by Rev. 
Dr. Arthur C. Baldwin, pastor of the 
Chestnut Street Baptist Church, in his 
sermon last Sunday. 

“We all lament the growing misuse 
of a day that should be set aside for 
the spiritual upbuilding of mankind.” 
Dr. Baldwin said, in opening his talk on 
The Mistakes of Sabbatariuns. Some of 
us, however, have deeply regretted the 
tone and manner of the protests which 
have appeared since the opening of the 
Sesquicentennial on Sundays,’’ he con- 
tinued. 

“T regret the fiery denunciatory nature 
of the resolutions that appear with such 
regularity after various mirfisters’ con- 
ferences. The Kingdom of Heaven 
coreth not by violence and the spirit cf 
worship will not be premoted by warm 
denunciations of the doings of our fellow 
men.” 

Dr. Baldwin expressed further reg-et 
that the Sabbatarians had planted the 
virtue of their argument firmly upon an 
old law which was framed under condi- 
tions which of necessity were widely dif- 
ferent from those obtaining today, and 
said that a really strict interpretation 
of the “blue laws’’ would find flaws in 
the. living of many of those who so 
strenuously uphold their present-day ap- 
plication. 

“So far as the thought and the pur- 
pose of that law is concerned,” Dr. 
Baldwin said in this connection, “we 
church people break it in many ways 
Our uses of the trolley cars, Sunday 
travel, newspapers, our automobiles and 
i ream indulgences are only a few. of 
the many things that would be absolutely 
banned by a strict construction of the 
blue law as it waS made and meant. We 
! people have relaxed the law's ap- 
plication according to our taste and we 
cannot come into court with clean hands 
to ask for its enforcement upon others 

“I regret the invasion of the liberty of 
conscience. We have a right to our day 


of quiet and worship, but others, too, 
have rights. If the conscience of my 
neighbor and his manner and living dur- 
ing the six days demands activities on 
Sunday that I cannot permit myself, I 
should not interfere with him so long as 
he does not interfere with me. Liberty, 
I remind you, works both ways. 

“T regret the use of negatives rather 
than positives in the observance of the 
Lord’s Day. I think that the time calls 
for a greater emphasis upon the things 
we may do and ought to do. However, 
this emphasis ought to be made by 
spiritual means 

“If we church men can find a health- 
ful, common-sense, glad and recreative 
mode of using the day, let us promote 
it first of all among ourselves and then 
by our spiritual influence spread such a 
use among our neighbors.”
